PETITION TO CORRECT ERROR IN CLAIMING SMALL ENTITY STATUS 
Dear Sir: 

Pursuant to 37 CFR 1.28(c), the assignee of the above-identified patent hereby 
petitions to correct an error in claiming small entity status. On December 5, 2003, the 
applicant submitted a petition to revive an application unintentionally abandoned for failure to 
pay the issue fee, the issue fee of $665, and a request for continued examination.
